'•This meeting was not called at British instigation, neither has the 
L.R.S. 'any support from us which might be construed as 'British blessing* 
as was explained to both Lane and Ragsdale however it is with the former 
'BDPS Delegation; abroad' that we are linked for operational purposes. 



"This meeting was not attended by L0ZARITIU5, who indeed did not arrive 
in Lo ndon until November 1950. ZILINSKAS did not attend the meeting; he 
visit^ffLondon in November to see LOZARITIUS. 



"We have no reason to believe that the L.B.S. is attempting, either 
with or without General PLECHAVICIOUS ' support, the launching of any expe- 
ditions to Lithuania in the near future with personnel secured in the United 
I States. We also have no reason tfiatsoever to believe that the L.R.S. pro- 
( poses to issue any claims of any sort which might include privileges of 
sovereignty and precedence over VLIK. In our view, it is also incorrect 
to describe L.R.S. as anti-VLIK although there are individuals in L.R.S. 
who are opposed to VLIK methods. In its attitude towards VLIK the L.R.S. 
adopts the standpoint that the differences between the two Groups are by no 
means insoluble, and that the two Organisations could well give a lead by 
si nkin g their differences in helping forward^a united front abroadrfor the 
representation of the Lithuanian Resistance at home. 



"It is becoming increasingly clear, that if we are to avoid miaunder- - 
standing between oursejves, and if we are to attain more quickly our common .*v 
purpose, we must find. ways and means of assisting th9 L.R.S. and VHXf%O r 
work together.;-. •' ■ ‘ 

^During his visit here>in 'January*;;^ 
first step in this direction should be the convening o: 
both L.R.S. and VLIK, should; be represented,- together w^ 
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abroad. It was agreed withJfeC Ragsdale that the venue of such a 
Conference might well be Brussels, ffe regard the convening of this 
Conference. as a matter of urgent importance and "would be glad to hear 
whether such a meeting has the support of * OGIVE*. . 

"In connection with the last paragraph of your letter, I am grate- 
ful for the indication that organisational changes inoVLTK are pending. . 
We would be glad to discuss with you how any such changes might best help 
the union of VLIK, L.R.S. and the other Groups, and we suggest therefore 
that we discuss this matter in advance of the proposed Brussels meeting.
